Latvia in 1953 and was never heard from again. Several years later, in 
September 1957, the Latvian KGB surfaced the KOB&RK ABCQB BEESGX operation 
and reported tbs capture of S3 Based on the Information provided by 

Z3 Headquarters feels that MgBBXB most probably befriended and visited 
Olga ZAKZHB la London sometime prior to the September 1957 surfacing. While 
the visits ray hove been coincidental sad bear no relation to the surfacing 
at the RED6G8 operation involving cr J=> certain suspicion arises as to 
bow the Subject was able to afford tripe to London so soon after his arrival 
in Vest Berlin from Soviet Latvia. Headquarters wonders why Subject struck 
up a friendship with Olga ZARUSS, who is epprcKlaately tea (10) years his 
senior, especially since there are so maay eligible Latvian girls in Qersany. 
In the absence of additional facts, it is conceivable that Subject was dis- 
patched by the BOB to investigate the sister's possible involvement with or 
knowledge of the JtBDSQX operation. As far as Olga ZARUSS is concerned. 
Headquarters traces reveal that one other parson, Mrs. Selim LAPXSB3 nee 
HLXPSB, s Soviet Latvian guide at the 1961 Soviet Bshibltlca in London, has 
befriended Olga Zarina. According to fia®A-22fcl8, dated 6 August 1998,

A. Headquarters would also like to bring to your attention tbs fact 
that Subject furnished the noma of Deidra SVEXLIS to d ZD in early 1961 

as a po tenti al operational contact la Bigs, Latvia. In the early 1950's 
fizldra 8VZXLIS 1 sister, Marea H&QUZAXB nee 3VKXLI3 at tWXOf&, was oeee 
considered by BBARK as a BSD5QS agent. However, HAOLXAIB'b participation in 
the operation never materialised, although she was actually approached and 
assessed. Bn BBDSOX agent, ZS ~DD (surfaced by the BOB together with 

XT ZU In 1957) was aware of KDHARK'a interest In lasrgs EAHLSMB. It is 
reasonable to a ssume that the KGB also became aware of this and that HADLSAZB'a 
sister, Bsidra S7KXLZS of Riga, any have been placed on the KGB watch list, 
surveilled, or even recruited by the KGB. Ibis becomes a more realistic 
se curity ma tter when It is realised that Saidra 8VXUXB is presently living 
In PSyBSSB with her sister, Mrs. HAGL3AXB. Hhen she was approached by a EUBARK 
officer in 1961, she was most uncooperative and denied a ay knowledge of A3S0B 
HEE6GK operations, even though the Soviet Latvian prase had run a series of 
articles concerning these operations while she was still residing in Riga.

It wo uld b e interesting to deters&ne whether Subject 
has sade contact with Dzidra S7SXLX8 or with Betty MJSSSSSS since their arrival 
in the She* frees Latvia.

for clandestine work, should be instructed to exercise extrema caution, when
